Under date of November 30, 19°5, the Treasury Depart- 
ment addressed a jetter to Lt. Col, Willis T. Hornaday, 
War Crimes Office, Headquarters, Army Serv..ce Forces, Of- 
fice of the Judge Advocate General, Washinrton, D. C., re- 
ferring to a request by Col, Hornaday addiessed to the 
Bureav of Custors for avthority to use the originals of 
certain docvments which were taken from the files of the 
Bureau of Customs and which will be introduced at certain 
war criminal trials in Japan, 


Col. Hornaday was informed that the Treasury Depart- 
ment had no objection to his use of these documents. 


It is understood that the Yar Crimes Office has par- 
ticvlar reference to a report from former Treasury Aitache 
Nicholson et Shanghai, dated October 27, 1937, entitled 
"WANCHOVETO OPIUM MONOPOLY ADIINISTRATIO™, ITS ORGANIZATION, 
ACTIVITIES AND OPIUM CONDITION IN MANCHOMK"O IN 1937," and 
wishes to be informed whether this is an official report. 

Yov are informed that the renort entitled "MANCHOUKT'O 
OPIUM MONOPOLY ADMIPIS"RATION, ITS ORGANIZATION, ACTIVITIES, 
AND OPII™ CONDITION IN WANCHOVKTO IN 1937" is an official 
revort from the Office of the United States Treasvry Attache 
at Shanghai and was taken from the files of the Bureatv of 
Customs in order that it might be used as evidence in the 
war crimes trials in Japan.
